In 1807 vou Falkenh: ayn was, sent ont 
aw 0. militaryinstuctor to China, and on 
his tiuturn two years Tater che rejoined 
the Pruasidh Army with the rank of 
piajory, attached to the Gvheral Staff, 
fel was almost at once dispittehed on a 
six months’ mission to the Government of 
Riaochow. * He, took’ part, on the staff wf 
Count Wallersae, in the Chined) ex atin, 
wad after the toudusion af panes che 
remained behind, with the troops of oxe 
ckpation, « Returning again to Gernuiay 
Falkenbayn held -variond important. posts 
in Metz, Magdeburg, and elsewhere before, 
in Jaly, 1913, he way uppointed Prussian 
Minister of War and simultaneously was 
promotal to be lieuteaant general, therely’ 
umping aver the heada of about 0 sinior 
officers, .
